Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was discussed: The 
examiner contacted applicant's representive to correct only a formal matter and did not include discussion of the merits 
or substantive issues of the application. The amendment filed 3/13/2006 that accompanied an RCE appeared to 
inadvertenly omit a status identifier for claim 8. In the interest of avoiding unnecessary delay in the prosecution of the 
application the examiner contacted applicant's representative and requested a faxed corrected version of the 
amendment of 3/13/2006 that included a status identifier for claim 8. Accordingly, as the amendment filed 3/13/2006 
was technically non-complaint due to the omission of the status identifier this amendment was not entered, however, 
the corrected amendment has been entered.
